THE postoffice has just issued figures on the issue 
of postage stamps for the last quarter of the calendar 
year 1900. In both Great Britain and the United 
States the use of the mails has doubled within the 
‘wenty years which closed the nineteenth century. The 
uumber of letters delivered in Great Britain increase 
rom 1,165,000,000 in 1881 to 2,246,800,000 in 1900. 
in 1881 the United States issued 1,490,773,498 pieces of 
‘amped paper, and 3,183,741,338 pieces in 1900. The 
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use of the postal service is one of the most sensitive 
barometers of modern business conditions. 








THe Court of Errors and Appeals of New Jersey 
have handed down an important decision in the case of 
the American Smelting and Refining Co. This court 
has issued an injunction restraining the company from 
increasing its capital stock or purchasing a certain 
plant unless it shall be made to appear on final hearing 
that the stock to be issued for the purchased of the 
aforesaid plant does not exceed the value of the property 
to be acquired by the purchase. This decision should go 
a long ways towards restraining the tendency to undue 
stock watering, which is too prevalent in various large 
corporations. 








DurineG the past two years there have been heard 
from time to time doleful complaints that the con- 
solidation of interests was leaving our old friend, the 
commercial traveler, like Othello, with his occupation 
gone. In fact, prospectuses sent out by trust pro- 
moters minced no words in saying that a consolidation 
would eliminate an army of superfluous clerks, man- 
agers and traveling men. According to recent reports, 
however, the American commercial traveler has re- 
cently reappeared in a new and wider field and is busily 
at work in England, France, Germany, South Africa, 
South America and Asia. His advent into all quarters 
of the world is carry consternation among the leisurely 
rivals who now occupy the field. Travelers who can 
help to hold and enlarge this new field will, of course, 
receive liberal salaries. 








Imports into Cuba from Europe are increasing, 
while those from the United States are decreasing. The 
reports of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics show a 
falling off in exports of domestic merchandise from the 
United States in the eight months ending with Febru- 
ary, 1901, while the reports of ‘the Insular Bureau of 
the War Department, in charge of the commerce of 
Cuba, also show a decrease in Cuban imports from the 
United States and an increase in Cuban imports from 
the European countries. In the eight months ending 
with February, 1901, according to the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics, the domestic exports to Cuba were $16,- 
023,436, against $16,412,547 in the corresponding 
months of last year; while the War Department state- 
ment for the nine months ending with September, 
1900, shows imports from the United States into Cuba 
of $24,525,659, against $28,094,030 in the same months 
of the preceding year. The same statement of the War 
Department, which shows a fall of $3,500,000 in Cuban 
imports from the United States, shows an increase of 
over $2,000,000 in imports from Europe, the figures of 
European imports in nine months of 1900 being $21,- 
559,239, and in the nine months of 1899, $19,481,660, 
while the Cuban imports from the United Kingdom 
alone in nine months of 1900 were $8,297,865, against 
$6,598,582 in the corresponding months of the pre- 
ceding year. Taking the entire list of European coun- 
tries, it is found that in a large majority of cases there 
has been an increase in imports into Cuba in the 1900 
period as compared with the corresponding period of the 
preceding year.

TRUSTS AND POLITICS. 


It’s not so many moons since the two great political 
parties confronted each other for the supremacy, each 
and both, the one in power, the other out, declared 
against the trusts, consolidations and concentration, but 
since the battle of the ballots the greatest trusts known, 
the largest, the most stupendous, have been formed, and 
are being formed with no effort for their abatement. 


THE PROTESTS OF THE PEOPLE. 


The people may protest, do protest and complain, 
but all the same they continue to lend power and in- 
fluence to the upbuilding of trusts. How and by whom? 
By support, by consumption, by patronage, through the 
consumer, through the retailer and through the jobber. 


A TRUST PATRON. 


Every farmer is a trust patron. He buys trust to- 
bacco, trust shoes, trust plows, trust sugar, trust oil, and 
if he or members of his family are inclined to go to 
church, a trust Bible, for surely the Word of God has 
been put into a trust combine, and even heaven and 
hades are not unlikely of surrenderment to the corporate 
powers known as trusts. 


DEALER BUYS TRUST GOODS. 


The retail dealer is a trust patron. He buys trust 
crackers, candies, trust cotton and woolen goods, trust 
steel goods, wire goods. He patronizes the flour, lum- 
ber, salt, cement, lime and nail trust. They all do it. 


DEALERS FAVOR TRUST GOODS. 


As a traveling salesman I come along with a piece 
of goods made outside the trust, sold outside the trust 
an absolutely independent concern, price 65 per cent de- 
livered, and Mr. Dealer tells me he can buy the trust 
goods at 60 and 5, possibly 60 and 10 per cent, freights 
added, and he has sold that class of goods for, lo, so 
many moons, and he don’t feel like changing now. I try 
to remonstrate with Mr. Dealer, ask him why and from 
whose efforts have the trust been forced from 30 per cent 
to 50, and even 60 and 10 per cent off, and he answers, 
of course, the two or three little independent companies, 
but then the trust price is so near yours and we have 
always sold the goods, and don’t feel justified in 
changing now. What would you probably be paying 
now if it was not for my company and say one or two 
other small conéerns? Would you not go back to the 
30 per cent, possibly 25 per cent, freights and cartages 
added? Most likely so, but then their price (the trust) 
is quite reasonable now, and we cannot change. 





QUO VADIS. 

Change. No. Of course not. Support the trusts. 
Aid the large capitalization. Favor concentration. 
Build higher and higher the trusts. Make them stronger 
and stronger. Lend no encouragement to the weaker 
rival. Spit on hifm. Crush him out. He is but a dog. 
When you have crushed out every vestige of the inde- 
pendent manufacturer, and the trusts have you in their 
merciless grasp, the poor cur that once sought to pro- 
tect you, will both be unable and unwilling to lick your 
wounds. 
THE SAME MOUTH DENOUNCES THE TOBACCO TRUST AND 

CHEWS TOBACCO TRUST GOODS. 


The farmer rails against the trust and goes into the 
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grocery store and buys the largest piece of trust tobacco 
he can buy for 10 cents, and the anti-trust tobacco goes 
begging for a purchaser. Go through Mr. Farmer’s en- 
tire list and its all the same. 

The retail dealer protests against trusts, but when 
the anti-trust traveler presents him an anti-trust piece 
of goods, equally as good as the trust make and for 1 per 
cent and freights (equal to 3 per cent) and possibly 5 
per cent less, he crawfishes. Consistency, oh, where is 
thy consistency? Consistency a jewel? No, it’s mud, 
and of poor quality at that. 

Let some independent company go into the market 
at fair prices, the trust invariably follow with cut 
prices, which at once secures the patronage and, the in- 
dependent company fails for a clientage. 


THEORY AND PRACTICE. 


The great philosopher, Col. Jasper, says the world 
goes round, and we believe it, but when a man tells you 
he is anti-trust, agin the trust, the corporate power, the 
concentration of capital, the putting of the immense 
business of this country in a few hands, ask him for his 
proof, confront him with his own conduct, and you will 
convict him and call but one witness—himself. 


RETAILER AND CATALOGUE HOUSE SELL SAME GOODS. 


The retail hardware dealers complain because the 
great saw manufacturer sells his wares to the catalogue 
man, who in turn sells them as leaders for net cost or 
less. Yet he (the retailer) continues to buy from his 
jobbers the same saw, and because he can sell them at a 
profit the jobber continues to handle them. Now, sup- 
pose every retail dealer belonging to the state associa- 
tion of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, Iowa, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas 
and other organized states, demand other goods of their 
jobbers, would it not be felt and heeded. 


THE TURN OF THE ROAD. 


Suppose, again, sundry jobbers united and built a 
nail plant, made nails and wire, or suppose the old cut 
nail be revived by an independent company and either 
or both schemes put on an anti-trust basis, would not the 
turn of the road be soon reached? But ah! the trust 
people would lower prices and the whole process would 
be much like the casting of pearls, etc., that old, old 
legend. 

A few smart, aggressive business men can formulate 
and manage a huge trust, but a large number of equally 
as smart, aggressive men cannot meet the issue and de- 
fend themselves against the trusts. Why? The answer 
is in every day transactions, when the independent fellow 
is turned down and the trust patronized.

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DEATH OF ELIAS C, ATKINS. 





We deeply regret to chronicle the pussing away of 
Elias C. Atkins, president of E. C. Atkins & Co., 
the Indianapolis, Ind., saw manufacturers, which took 
place at 4 a. m., April 18th, at his home, 1312 North 
Meridian St., that city, The cause of death being heart 
failure. 

Mr. Atkins was born in Bristol, Conn., June 28, 
1833, and at the age of 12 years was apprenticed to 
an uncle in the city of Bristol, Conn., to learn the saw 
making trade. At the early age of 17 his knowledge of 





the business was so thorough that he became an assist- 
ant foreman, and at the age of 22 he started out to the 
great west to start in business for himself, and estab- 
lished a small saw factory in Cleveland, O., removing 
to Indianapolis, Ind., a year later. After rebuffs in the 
nature of two severe fires that would have daunted a 
man of less persistency, his business began to grow, un- 
til now it employs a force of over 700 men. Much of 
the machinery used in the Atkins plant is Mr. Atkins’ 
own invention, he havirig taken out 100 patents between 
the years 1880 and 1890. 

Besides this saw factory Mr. Atkins was interested 
in mining companies. He was very philanthrophic, giv- 
ing largely to worthy educational and other enterprises. 
He was a quiet, undemonstrative man, with deep relig- 
ious feeling, firm integrity and a warm attachment for 
his friends. He was a very kindly employer and was 
always easy of access to his workmen. His kindness was 
rewarded by their unswerving loyalty. A leading busi- 
ness man of Indianapolis pays this high tribute to this 
rare man: 

“T first knew him in 1866, when he occupied a 
small shop. At that early period, working at the anvil 
himself with one or two assistants, he created such 
demand for his goods that customers soon had to place 
their orders in advance, and so it has been ever since. 
He is a man of indomitable energy and courage, as 
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‘museums’ exhibit to the dealers of one country the c! 


shown by the difficulties he overcame, starting single- 
handed and alone to compete with the leading manu- 
facturers of the east. He was a remarkable business 
man and in him there was the rare combination of in- 
ventor and financier, both of these talents being de- 
veloped to a remarkable degree. No history of the ma- 
terial interests of the state of Indiana would be com- 
plete without a record of what this man has accom- 
plish ; and what an object lesson the simple annals of 
his life are to the ambitious youth of to-day!” 

He leaves a widow and six children, Henry C. At- 
kins, Mrs. N. A. Gladding, Mrs. T. R. Kackley, Mrs. 
A. D. Gates, Miss Emma Atkins and Mrs. John Mc-

Tlie 
traveling salesman with his sample cases has become 4 
necessity of modern mercantile success; ‘commer! 
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of goods required in other lands, and the great Europ: 
nations now send out ‘commercial missions’ to inqu 
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into and report upon the trade opportunities in distant 
countries. 

“But each of these methods has its limit of influ- 
ence. The fair or exposition is dependent for its suc- 
cess upon the number of people it can attract to its 
doors, the traveling salesman represents but a single es- 
tablishment or industry, the commercial museum conveys 
its information only to the seller and not to the buyer, 
and the commercial mission gathers information regard- 
ing the wants of distant people, hut is unable to offer 
them samples of the goods which its own people have to 
meet those wants. 

“Why not combine the valuable features of these 
various aids to commerce in a single great enterprise—a 
‘floating exposition,’ which shall carry samples of our 
merchandse to the very doors of the people whose trade 
we would foster, and by bringing the buyer and seller 
into personal contact establish such mutual understand- 
ing of wants and conditions as to facilitate the inter- 
change for which each is desirous? 

“If a floating exposition were systematically or- 
ganized, loading one vessel with exhibits of foodstuffs, 
another with textiles, another with agricultural imple- 
ments and vehicles, another with manufactures of iron 
and steel, another with household requirements, and an- 
other with ‘Yankee notions,’ and sent from port to port 
and continent to continent, it should prove highly ad- 
vantageous to our commercial relations with all of the 
countries visited.” .

WORKING A RANGE BOILER PIPING. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Enclosed find a rough sketch of a range boiler and 
bath room fixtures that I am about to install, and would 
like to have Mr. James J. Lawler’s opinion on same. 
Will the way that I have arranged the pipes work satis- 
factory? The fixtures are all on the same floor with 
range boiler and water back. Is it proper to have coil 
in bath room above water back? Should pipes be run 
on slant as shown in sketch? Will water be sufficiently 
warm at kitchen sink after making the circuit from 
bath room? The entire length of pipe from boiler 
through bath room and back to sink is 47 feet, less coil 
in bath room. I propose using all 34 inch pipe with 
the exception of vent pipe over top of supply tank, which 
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tion, so that its lowest point was at the bottom of vertical 
circulating line or hot water pipe under bath room ; and, 
as he states, all pipes were to be 34 inch except the vent 
to top of tank. Now we change the pitch of this pipe 
from the original to that which is shown with the 
lowest point under boiler. Our reason for making 
this change is because the water loses part of its heat 
for every inch of distance it travels in returning to the 
boiler, therefore its specific weight becomes greater as 
its distance becomes greater from the starting point, 
and as the motive power for moving the water around 
such circuits is the difference between the weight of the 
water leaving the boiler and that which returns to it, the 
colder the return water the more rapid will be the circu- 
lation throughout. In this same pipe we would also 
make a change in its size, part of it to be 1% inch, as 
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will be 1% inch. I would like to have Mr. Lawler’s ad- 

vice on same and will thankfully receive any sugges-

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 


The illustration herewith is a reproduction of our 
friend, Mr. McLaughlin’s sketch, with a few slight medi- 
fications, and we desire to congratulate Mr. McLaughlin 
on coming so close to a correct understanding of the true 
principles involved in the circulation of warm water by 
gravitation. The manner in which our subscriber laid 
out his pipes would operate fairly satisfactory, but not 
quite as good as with the changes which we suggest, and 
we are sure that Mr. McLaughlin will quickly see how 
much better this system can be made when fully under- 
stood. 

In our subscriber’s original sketch the lower pipe 
shown in illustration was pitched in the opposite direc- 


marked on illustration, this would be large enough to 
keep up circulation to the boiler from bath room fix- 
tures, and being a size smaller than the other parts 
would have a tendency to retard a back movement of the 
water from bottom of boiler at times when water is 
drawn at bath room fixtures. 

Referring to the illustration we have marked the 
rising hot water pipe to kitchen sink by X, to which 
we wish to call attention also. This we would take out 
and bring down the hot water to the sink from a point 
near top of boiler, as indicated by pipe H in dotted lines, 
which would prove much more satisfactory. 

THE COIL AND ITS HEATING CAPACITY. 


In locating the heating coil, the higher it is placed 
above the floor the hotter it will be, and when we calcu- 
late on its capacity or size required to warm a certai! 
space, we must first take into consideration how war! 
the water will be which is intende& to warm the coi! 









If we were warming this same bath room by water from 
a heater which had capacity to keep the water up to 180 
degrees of temperature at all times, we would consider 
that the coil as shown would be of ample size for the 
work. But we know that an ordinary sized water back 
connected to a 30 or 40 gallon boiler and half the 
amount of other radiation, as shown, would never be able 
to warm the water to even 150 degrees in cold weather, 
and to enlarge the coil would not remedy the matter, 
as the size coil with the circulation to boiler is in itself 
as much as the water back can supply without the boiler. 
Therefore, in any such system the smaller the kitchen 
boiler the greater will be the heating capacity of the 
water back for coils or radiators.

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1900. It appears that the syndicate, which comprises 
no less than 82 works, sold 41,831 tons of wire rods 
in the second half of last year. Of this quantity 22,307 
tons were disposed of in Germany, while the remaining 
19,524 tons were sold abroad. The profit realized from 
the inland sale amounted to £58,856, whereas in the 
case of the exports, which were only 2,783 tons less 
than the quantity consumed in Germany, there was a 
loss of £42,972. The explanation of the difference is 
afforded by the fact that German consumers are com- 
pelled to pay for the privilege of enabling the syndi- 
cate to conduct an export trade, they being charged $12 
10s. a ton, as against £7 per ton for the exported goods. 
A proposal is now being made in favor of the duty on 
wire and wire rods being increased from 3s. to 10s. per 
hundred-weight. If carried, this would render the Ger- 
mans more completely at the mercy of the syndicate, 
and strengthen the competitive powers of the latter in 
other countries.

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ANOTHER CHIFINEY TOP. 


I noticed in a recent issue of THE AMERICAN AR- 
TISAN the drawing of a chimney top by Old Timer. 
Perhaps I can improve his top a little. If he is an Old 
Timer I may teach him a little yet. Find enclosed 
my method of constructing a two-pieced chimney top. 
It will be found much nicer and the top pipe to fit 
more easily than if square on the top. 

This is my first contribution to THz AMERICAN 
ARTISAN, and if you think it worth publication I will 
at some future time give some jump rules in other work.

I thought the chimney top would be of some interest to 
your readers, and once they make one as per drawing 
they will say that it is neat and very easy made, as, 
when it is formed up, it is round at the top to receive 
the pipe. 

First draw your center line A as in Figure 1. 
Space off one-half the length of the chimney from line 
A, line B B. Get half the circumference of the pipe 
desired and mark at C C at top. Taking half the width 
of the chimney, lay D square, as shown in Fig. 1, at 
E C; draw a line around the square H H. 

Now you have your outline for one-half the top, 
except you must then allow for edges. Then take the 
dividers set from K to C and draw circle D, as shown 
in Fig. 2. Draw your lines F F F F; cut in G to E 
at the corners by breaking lines F on the hatchet stake, 
just enough to crease. It will form round on the top 
as in Fig. 3 when finished. PUBLICITY.

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A DECISION IN ENAMELED WARE SUIT. 


The Lalance & Grosjean Mfg. Co., New York, and 
81 Michigan Ave., Chicago, advise us that Judge La- 
combe, of the Circuit Court of the United States, South- 
ern District of New York, has granted them, under date 
of April 17th, a preliminary injunction against the 
National Enameling & Stamping Co., restraining them 
from the further use of the oblong blue label they now 
attach to their granite steel and iron wares.

Co. oblong 
labels) and reach any other conclusion than that the 
change was made with the intention of suggesting com- 
plainant’s (L. & G. Mfg. Co.) label to the retail pur- 
chaser.

No neces- 
sity for any change at all is suggested, and, change be- 
ing once decided on, it was so easy to make a change 
which would preserve the old lozenge and still tend to 
uifferentiate between complainant’s and defendant’s 
goods, that a contrary course must be assumed to be 
designed to accomplish its natural result.” 

“Complainants may take a preliminary injunction 
against the use of the labels exhibit G, or of any similar 
labels which by the collocation of size, colors, shape, 
spacing and lettering may present as close a resemblance 
to complainant’s (L. & G.) label exhibit F, as do the 
said labels exhibit G (N. E. & S. Co.).”

SOLDERING ALUMINUM. 





Upon attempting, with any ordinary solder, to 
join sheets of the metal, it is noticeable that the mixture 
does not take hold, but tends rather to run off, or perhaps 
it will chill, utterty refusing to tin the sheets, and 
rarely adhering to the aluminium. The reason of 
this behavior is that there is always present a thin, 
continuous coating. of oxide which effectually prevents 
the solder from geting to the true metal beneath. This 
thin, almost invisible, skin of alumina, or oxide of 
of the metal, is of instantaneous formation, and the 
surface of the metal may be scraped of filed without 
even temporary relief because of the immediate renewal 
of the coating. 

The uses of fluxes and acids to overcome this dif- 
ficutly have been repeatedly suggested, without secur- 
ing satisfactory results, and a new theory tending tow- 
ard the solution of the problem must needs be approved. 
Dr. —— W. Richards, of Lehigh University, Beth- 
lehem, , U. S. A. conceived the successful practice 
of jd the difficulty by incorporating into the 
composition of the solder an ingredient that would re- 
move the oxide film during the process of soldering, 
thereby preserving the surfaces clean until the union of 
the parts had been accomplished. The solder devised 
and patented by Dr. Richards carries in its make-up an 
alloved flux of phosphorus in tin, the theoretical neces-

sity of the simultaneous action of the flux and the tak- 
ing hold by the solder being confirmed during many 
years by the satisfactory results obtained in actual com- 
mercial practice. 

The high heat conductivity of aluminum is another 
characteristic of this strange metal, and the refusal of 
many solders to perform their expected duty is traceable 
to it. The aluminum quickly and readily absorbs the 
heat from the soldering iron, and the temperature of the 
tool is thus so far reduced that the solder “freezes” at 
the joint and failure ensues. To overcome this diffi- 
culty, which arises in large work particularly, it is 
necessary to keep the soldering iron very hot, and often- 
times it tends to the betterment of the result to apply 
heat likewise to the parts to be joined.—Cassier’s Mag- 
azine.

BRADSTREETS’ ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vanced report of the iron and steel situation: 

The feature of the iron trade aside from the con- 
tinued activity and aggressive strength of prices, has 
been the apparent breaking away of the strike clouds 
which have menaced that industry. Present advices are 
that whatever differences have arisen between the men 
and the companies will not be fought out now. 

Finished products rather than the cruder forms 
have figured prominently this week, but pig iron, though 
quieter at most markets, has not been neglected and 
there is no loss of strength noted. Sales of Bessemer 
pig at Pittsburg have aggregated a large total, some of 
which is for July delivery. Special activity in bars is 
noted at Chicago, and sales of this and similar material 
are nearly 200,000 tons for the week. One implement 
manufacturer is reported to have alone taken 50,000 
tons. Rails are also active and the week’s business is 
figured at fully 100,000 tons. 

Wire rods are $3.00 to $5.00 per ton higher at 
Pittsburg, the latter price being for prompt delivery. 
Birmingham reports pig iron less active, though firmer. 
The other metals show little change on the week, 
although tin is fractionally higher. 





WIRE NAILS. 

The wire nail market in Chicago is prodigiously 
active. The demand is terrific and no one can tell how 
long it will continue. Carload lots are quoted at $2.45 
and small lots at $2.55.

Office of 
“HARDWARE DEALERS’ MAGAZINE.” 
New York, March 18, 1 
Editor of Printers’ INK: 

In a recent issue of Printers’ INK it is stated 
that “the Little Schoolmaster is contemplating 
the awarding of a sixth sugar bowl to the best 
trade paper, i. e., the one that, taken all in all, 
best serves its purpose as a medium for com- 
municating with a specified class.” 

In this connection the following regarding the 
Hardware Dealers’ Magazine, of New York, is 
submitted : 

Class Reached—Hardware dealers in the 
United States, Canada and important points. 

Number Reached.—The circulation of the Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Magazine during the year 1900 
averaged per issue, 11,036. The smallest issue 
during 1900 was 10,000, the largest issue during 
1900 was 12,200. The present circulation is 
averaging between 11,500 and 12,000. Detailed 
statements of the circulation are ‘published fre- 


quently, and in each advertising contract is a, 


clause guaranteeing the circulation to exceed 
10,000 every issue. The actual circulation has 
always exceeded the guaranteed circulation. An 
examination of the printing and binding accounts 
of the Hardware Dealers’ Magazine, by request 
of the publisher, was recently made by repre- 
sentatives of Sargent & Co., the Yale & Towne 
Manufacturing Co., Reading Hardware Co. and 
the Peck, Stow & Wilcox Co. (who collectively 
represent, perhaps, ten millions of dollars invested 
in the hardware business).

Subscription Value.—The subscription price per 
annum is one dollar domestic, and six shillings 
foreign. The reading contents include original 
and illustrated articles on store management in its 
various phases; retail advertising; show window 
displays, etc. Reports of the various State 
hardware associations and conventions. News 
regarding important changes in prices and the 
tendency of the market. A list of all the new 
stores opened or business changes, each item 
being based on a special form of correspondence, 
by which the exact classes of goods sold are 
ascertained and published. A serial directory of 
all the hardware stores in the United States, 
taking the States and towns alphabetically each 
issue and correcting the list each issue by direct 


correspondence up to date of publication. An 
illustrated department covering with detailed 
subscriptions each new article placed on the 
market and stating in an unbiased manner its 
advantages from a hardwareman’s standpoint. 
Current reference to export and import statistics 
as supplied by the government. Descriptions 
and interior illustrations of model hardware 
stores through which the reader derives ideas 
for the improvement of his own establishment. 
Outside of these regular features, special articles 
on timely topics appear in each issue, the pub- 
lisher being always anxious to buy any matter 
that is of interest to hardwaremen to know.
